1. In reference to your request for review and 
coassents dated 19 September 1968 on data provided by 
the FBI, tb© following applies: 

a. Data re J. GEHLEN sent to Agency 5/5/61 

The FBI is referring to DBF-76938, dated 
5 Hay 1961, t- 3, Subject: 

Johannes (Giovanni) GEHLEN. The document 
is a report containing biographic and 
other information on Subject, who is known 
to this Agency. He is a half-brother of 
UTILITY, The Information is non-derogatory. 

b. Data re Irving D. TONER sent to Agency 

l/C/62 and 12/22/61. The FBI is referring 
to DBF-98142, dated 5 January 1962, filed 
In L 3 , and to DTT-97472, dated 22 

December 1961, filed in . The 

documents refer to Irving David Toner, who 
appears to be a compulsive writer of crank 
letters to the FBI. An anonymous letter 
reporting that Reinbard GEHLEN, head of the 
West German Intelligence Service occasionally 
visited the U. S. was received by t^a FBI and 
forwarded to this Agency. This Agency and 
the FBI conducted an Investigation in an 
attempt to determine the source of the letter. 
It was subsequently determined via band 
writing analysis and personal Interview that 
Toner, inspired by an article od Geblen in 
Time Magazine, bad corresponded with the FBI. 
Other per ff Sent cor respondence on this matter 
Is contained in DBF-93438 dated 2 November 
1961 and DBF-94067, dated 9 November 1961. 

The Information Is non-derogatory to UTILITY, 

c. Data re W. B. Nlezgoda-Strusiewicz sent to 

Agency 5/3/55 p. 6. The FBI is referring to 
DPB-5327, dated 21 May 1955, date of report 
5 March 1955, filed In .£. Subject:

Witold B. STBBSIEWIC2. ffTBtTSIEWICZ, a 
former member of the Polish Amoy who 
collaborated with the Germane during World 
Whr II and worked for the Agency in the 
immediate post-war years, wrote to General 
Gehlcn soliciting employment, using a cover 
name. The END referred the case to the 
Agency; owing to the fact that Subject was 
residing in Chicago, the Agency referred the 
case to the FBI, A subsequent investigation 
revealed Subject’s true name end past 
inte lli gence history, which was passed to 
the BDD. Si nce it is entirely possible 
that the BSD eventually contacted Subject, 
the Agency posed no objection to the FBI 
requiring Subject to register as a foreign 
agent. It is not felt that the data is 
derogatory.
